SAN FBAHUIHCO, September 29.—The 


iiret rain of the aeaeon ID California 
commenced this morning, and there was 
a steady downpour all <Uy. The rain 
extended all over Northern California 
:iud as far south aa Tehachapi moun- 
tains. All California crops have been 
harvested except raiaina, some hops and 
u few late fruita. It ifl said- that if the. 
rain is heaTy in the raiaiu district near 
Fresno it will damage the crop to the 
extent of $100,000. As yet there has 
been only a alight rain in thia dietrict, 
but more ia predicted, and raisin grow- 
era are stacking their trays. This alone 
will entail an expense of $10,000. Near 
Sacramento late hops will probably be 
damaged. Farmers engaged in rawing 
cereals are all ready for ram. Probably 
the dry feed lor cattle will he spoiled, 
but it IB beliered that the rain will be 
Jieavy enough to bring up green feed. 


Reports received by the Associated 


Press from numerous sections of the 
state indicate that the rain haa not 
done much damage. At Jbreano the 
raisin crowers and fruit men were pre- 
pared for the storm, and the damage 
will not be great. The second crop of 
saislns ia being picked, but will not 
suffer unleaa the Btorui is continued. At 
Modealo mnch damage haa been done 
to dry feed. At Santa Crux, the ram 
wag the heaviest ever known in Sep- 
tember. Roads were washed 9Ut and 
orchards and vineyards considerably 
hurt. At Marlines hay and grapes are 
injured, but wheat growers are en- 
couraged. The downpour was tremen- 
dous at Sonoma, and wine grapes will be 
affected if the wet weather continues. 
At (jilroy much good will be done to 
pasturage. Over an inch and a half of 
rain fell at Napa, Little if any damage 
will result. Kain is ftlno reported ut 
Salinas, Paao Itoblca. Corning, Marcuse 
and Yub» city. 


ALIEN 
IMMIGRATION, 


Treasury Instructions for Landing 


Chinese. 


SAN FKANCISCO, September 29.—The 


collector of the port haa received a cir- 
cular from the secretary of the treasury 
giving iiistructiona about landing Ohi- 
leae. The circular states that in every 
•ase where an alien is excluded from 
admission to the United States under 
the decision of the appropriate immi- 
gration or customs ofiicers, such decis- 
ion, if adverse to tlie admission of fiuch 
alien, shall be' final unless reversed by 
the secretary of the treasury. Thia 
means that when a Chinaman comes to 
this country and ia forbidden to land by 
the collector of the port, he cannot peti- 
tion tt eourt for a writ of habeas corpus 
on the ground that he is entitled to 
land. 
If the ruling is constitutional, 


which ia doubted, the incomes of the 
United States district attorney's ofhce 
and United States commissioner will be 
greatly diminished. The district attor- 
ney ifl paid a stated amount for every 
habena corpus case tried by him, and 
the commissioner receives |8 for every 
case. Congressman Magulre and Sena- 
tor White are said to bo responsible for 
the rale that places,so, much power in 
the collector's hands.

This is certainly a somewhat startling 
proposition, and might be considered as

beginning. Then, as oven the I'opuhstfl 
have not yet got so far as to claim that 
we can do without government alto- 
gether, Mr. Cator proposes that_ all 
power shall centralize at the capital. 
Congress and tlie state legislatures are 
to be abolished at one fell swoop, and 
tho government of the country to be 
placed in tlie hands of an "administra- 
tive council." To most people this 
would look like a backward step rather 
than an advance in tho direction of free 
government, but this is not by any 
means all of Mr. Cator's plan. It is 
a good deal more radical than it ap- 
pears from what we have already 
stated about it. According to Mr. 
Cator's programme theentire population 
of the country—male and female, we 
presume—will be practically the con- 
gress which shall make laws for the na- 
tion, the states and the cities, from El 
Monte to Milpitae, up to New York and 
Chicago. We do not know whether 
Mr. Oator entertains tho idea of having 
this congress of a hundred million mem- 
bers, more or lees, assembled at any one 
Jlace. Perhaps he doesand perhaps ho 


cos not. No proposition can be con- 


sidered 88 too surprising which ema- 
nates from the Populist party. Neither 
apace, nor time, nor logic can bu per- 
mitted to check their enthusiastic planr 
for the reformation of the country, 
Doubtless the enterpriaing citizens of 
Chicago would have cheerfully under- 
taken to build a hall big enough to hold 
the population of the United States, 
with room to spare for a few thousand 
reporters, providing Mr. Cator and his 
friends would agree to locate the capital 
of tho (Populist) nation there. How- 
ever, whether or not Mr. Cator enter- 
tained thia plan, he evidently gave it 
up, for his proposition as outlined at 
Sacramento is for the people to vote by 
mail. A sort of gigantic postal primary 
plan, as it were. In other words, it is an 
adaptation of the Swiss system known 
as the "initiative." Whenever a man 
wants a bill passed under this new 
and beautiful arrangement, whether it 
ia to keep hogs from running loose in 
the streets of Downey or to declare brass 
legal tender for the necessaries of life, 
all he would have to do ia lo get n. few 
of his friends to join in a petition to the 
"administrative council" to prepare the 
necessary bill for submission to the 
people. The council then is obliged to 
comply with the -request and take a 
national vote on tho subject. Fancy the 
people of Massachusetts and Minnesota 
being called upon to record their votes
